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611 You Really Need to 
Know 


Book Review by Jan M. Dyroff 

Allen G. Berman, Warman’s Coins and Paper Money - Identifica¬ 
tion and Price Guide, Third Edition. Iola: kp books, 2005. $21.99 


I n the normal course of things, I 
suspect that this interesting and 
worthwhile book would be off 
the radar screen of most readers of 
this periodical. This is part of the 
entire series of Warman’s 
Encyclopedia of Antiques and 
Collectibles. Allen Berman himself, 
a noted numismatist, author and 
dealer, notes that “this book was 
originally conceived to be a basic 
guide to the hobby written simply 
but intelligently for both beginning 
collectors and curious laymen. 

It is all of that, and more. 
The scope of the book is global, with 
extensive listings for the United 
States and Canada, including pricing 
in two grades. The depth of the 
study, in a timeframe, is impressive, 
as it begins with the electrum issues 
of Lydia (the first coinage) and ends 
with the euro. 

Considering that this book 
might really be an introduction to the 
hobby, attention is paid to the role 
of the coin dealer in the scheme of 
things. Mr. Berman suggests factors 


by which a dealer may be judged - 
word of mouth reputation, 
longevity in the business, 
membership in professional 
organizations, and the quality of 
advertising and catalogues. 

But, in this day and age, 
much coin collecting is done on¬ 
line. The author speculates that “it 
is entirely conceivable that in 
another few years one-third of all 
numismatic sales will be done over 
the internet.” From personal 
experience, I can attest to the 
validity of that observation, since 
there is one area of exonumia that 
interests me and I had wondered 
where all the items that should have 
been on the market had gone, and 
the answer was “onto the net.” One 
of the points the author makes 
about the net is so compelling that 
it deserves to be quoted in full. 

“Ever more powerful 
search engines are making doing 
numismatic research a reality. 
Unfortunately, too many collectors 
are confusing that somewhat

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random scattering of information 
on the Internet for a substitute for 
basic books. It does not even come 
close. All too often I have heard 
people say 

‘I tried to look it up on the 
Internet and couldn’t find it.’ This 
does not mean that the coin is rare. 
It more often means that the 
individual has spent hours using his 
computer when ten minutes with a 
Standard Catalog of World Coins 
would have provided a simple 
answer, and more likely a more 
accurate one.” 

The book is organized into 
a fairly logical progression of 
sections - United States coins, 
United States paper money, 
Canadian coins, ancient coins, 
medieval and renaissance coins, 
European coins, African coins, 
early Islamic coins, early Oriental 
coins, coins of the Americas, and 
world paper money. 

When it comes to 
illustrations, they are profuse. I can 
easily conceive of sitting down 
with one of your favorite 
“whatsits””- you know, the coin 
you could never pin down— and 
stand a good chance of finding it 
here. 

However, if I have a bone 
to pick, it is with some of the 
illustrations. In the section on 
grading United States coins, the 
illustration for the almost good 
Liberty Standing Quarter looks like 
it is for a Mint State 63. In the 


section on Canada, the picture that 
is supposed to be the tiara bust of 
Elizabeth II is really the reverse of a 
1968. beaver. In the color 
illustration pages, the Edward VII 
Canadian fifty cents is repeated, with 
the first citation under an 1897 ten 
cents. What is listed as a Edward 
VII British florin is really a 
Hungarian five-hundred forint piece. 
And lastly, in a classic blooper, three 
Islamic coins are depicted at a 
ninety-degree rotation— the early 
Umayyad dirhem, the Sind 
fractional dirhem, and the 
Ghaznavid multiple dirhem. But, I 
have seen similar rotation errors in 
museum exhibits. 

I would like to have seen a 
section on the Kushan Empire, 
which flourished in northern India 
two thousand years ago and which 
produced many coins (seen cheaply 
at all shows) that are really 
mystifying if you don’t have any 
notion of what they might by. And, 
in the Americas, the Danish West 
Indies aren’t covered (this was a 
series from the early 1700’s to the 
early 1900’s), even though they are 
mentioned in the section on 
Denmark. 

These quibbles aside, this is 
a fun book. And if you have a bag 
of coins to give a young person as a 
gift (how many of us got started with 
just such a present), then maybe this 
guide should go along with the 
package. £d

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The World Made Simple 
Again 

Book Review by Jan M. Dyroff 

Tom Michael and George S. Cuhaj; eds., Collecting World Coins, 
Eleventh Edition. Iola: Krause Publishing, 2006. $34.99 



T his new edition of a 
reference volume for 
coins of the twentieth 
century has a number of features 
to recommend it. First, and sort 
of most obvious is that it is not 
as large as it’s more 
comprehensive cousin, 

The Standard Catalog of 
World Coins, Twentieth 
Century. While both 
books cover the same 
time period, this one is 
a slimmed down version, as it 
focuses only on coins that have 
actually been put into circulation, 
in other words, real spending 
money. 

What have been left out 
are the issues that fall into the 
category of non-circulating legal 
tender (or, in some case, non¬ 
circulating non-legal tender). 
These are a class of coins which 


are dear to many collectors, 
inasmuch as they tend to be 
attractive (i.e., well-designed and 
well-struck) and meet a 
perceived need in areas of 
collectors’ interests - if you want 
to specialize in coins with dogs 
or cats or historic airplanes or

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famous ships, you’ll find them in 
this category). 

Non-circulating legal 
tender issues do have an 
advantage in that they offer mints 
opportunities to try new 
techniques, like colorization 
(which has been utilized by 
Canada on business strike quarter 
dollars) or a hologram grid 
(which has been introduced in the 
United Kingdom), but still they 
are specialty items for a specialty 
market. 

Clearly, one of the 
reasons that governments like 
non-circulating coins is that they 
are a source of almost pure profit. 
Seignorage is the difference 
between what a coin is worth (it’s 
value as spendable) and what it 
takes to produce. Thus, for a 
circulating commemorative like 
one of the state quarters, the 
seignorage would be the 
difference between the face value 
and the metal content and the cost 
to produce. In the case of the 
quarter the seignorage is fairly 
high, while in the case of the cent 
(with the rise in the market value 
of the components) it is fairly 
low. 

It is through the 
phenomenon of seignorage that 
issuers can actually lose money 
that is when the cost of the metal 


plus the cost of production rises 
above the value on the street. 
Gresham’s Law will drive these 
over-valued items out of 
circulation, and the issuer is left 
to scramble. 

Non-circulating non-legal 
tender coins almost never 
produce a loss through 
seignorage. How can they? They 
are sold almost as bullion items, 
and are never subject to the 
vagaries of the street (as in how 
many carrots would they buy). 

My reason for touching 
on seignorage is to provide 
support for the notion that non¬ 
circulating non-legal tender 
issues are not “real” coins - a 
Sacagawea dollar is a real coin, a 
Morgan Dollar (fetching one 
hundred cents when originally 
issued) is a real coin, a Silver 
Eagle (minted since 1986 as a 
one-dollar silver coin) is not a 
“real” coin. You could take your 
Morgan dollar to your local 
convenience store today and (silly 
though it might be) spend it, but 
you could not do the same with a 
Silver Eagle. 

So, this book covers a 
century’s worth of “real” coins, 
and it is a treat to use. You can 
think of it as a SCWC light. And, 
unless you’re into the special,

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collector items, you will find this 
a very handy and useful tool. 

One of the features I like 
in the book is it’s handling of the 
newest and one of the most 
important of the world’s 
currencies, the euro. Although 
this series has been around a 
relatively short period of time 
(since January 1, 2002), keeping 
track of the issues can be a bit 
daunting, as so many different 
nations use them and at least one 
country, Germany, has multiple 
mints. In my opinion this is a 
very attractive series and one that 
needs attention, which indeed it 
does receive in this volume. It is 
a bit disappointing that many 
euro-issuers have come up with 
non-circulating non-legal tender 
items - but I suppose the call of 
surefire profit cannot be ignored. 

As an aside, those of us 


who are collectors in America are 
in the euro zone: can you think of 
where? Well, in South America 
there is French Guiana, and in the 
Caribbean there are the islands of 
Guadeloupe, Martinique and St, 
Martin, and in the North Atlantic 
Ocean just south of 
Newfoundland lay the islands of 
St. Pierre and Miquelon (the sole 
remaining vestige of France’s 
once vast North American 
Possessions). 

As a lean and succinct 
reference book, this compilation 
is worth of high praise. It is like 
the SCWC used to be, 
comfortable and easy to use. Do 
consider it for inclusion in your 
library. It does excellently what 
the editors say they intend - 
presenting “more than a century 
of circulating issues, 1901 to the 
present.”

fi Call to Exhibit: The Need for 
_ More Exhibitors 

by George A. Bilodeau, Jr. 


O ne of the strengths of 
NENA in the past has 
not only been the 
numismatic bourse at 
conventions but the education 
of fellow numismatists and the 
public through speakers, club 
meetings and exhibiting. 

Exhibiting is a 
wonderful way of sharing, 
educating and imparting your 
knowledge to fellow 
numismatists and especially the 
general public. The beauty of an 
exhibit can encourage others to 
collect similar material or may 
be attractive to people because 
of the numismatic knowledge 
that people can learn. Exhibits 
are normally competitive in 
nature with judges appointed to 
judge 1st, 2nd or 3rd place in 
specific categories. Some 
examples of these categories 
are: US Coins, Paper Money, 


Foreign Coins and Medals and 
Tokens. Exhibits can also be 
Non-competitive in nature with 
a display set up without being 
judged. That can be a specific 
category or an exhibit chairman 
may decide to make all exhibits 
Non-competitive. 

The Best of Show 
exhibit is usually the exhibit 
voted upon by the general 
public by ballot box and is 
usually the nicest exhibit in the 
public’s eye. 

To get started you need 
to fill out an application and 
usually send it to an Exhibit 
Chairman or to the NENA 
board if a chair has not been 
appointed. You need to select a 
category and may use your own 
display case or may use one of 
the NENA cases. You must 
submit the application to NENA

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Three New and Notably 
Good Choices 


Book Review by Jan M. Dyroff 

Allen G. Berman. World Coins & Currency. Iola: Krause 
Publications, 2006. $17.99 


T his book is another, and 
the latest, numismatic 
volume in the Warman’s 
Companion Series, which is 
designed to offer the reader a 
brief but enthusiastically 
extensive view of a topic. For 
someone who already collects 
world coins and currency, the 
book will be a pleasant 
diversion, and for those who do 
not it would be a good 
overview and introduction. It is 
handsomely put together and 
lavishly illustrated - with color 
prints on semi-gloss paper as 
opposed to the flat black and 
white of the “phone book” 
catalogs. 

It should be stressed that 
this is not a soup-to-nuts guide. 
It does not present every issue 
from every country, but it does 
provide an informative general 



sampling. Perhaps the best 
take on the scope of the book is 
what the author has to say. 

“This book is not 
intended to be a comprehensive 
resource about world coins and 
paper money. In fact, a full 
library is needed to answer 
every question regarding this 
subject. Rather, it is intended 
to fill a much-needed niche - a 
very basic introduction, in 
which a reader can get a quick 
overview of the hobby and get

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the Caucasus, Czechoslovakia, 
France and Germany. Other 
areas are more general and 
include African Coins; Asian, 
North African and Pacific 
Coins; Coins of the Americas; 
and, lastly, World Paper Money. 
Clearly, deciding how to 
categorize and what to include 
was a monumental task. All of 
the examples are modern, in the 
sense that they do not go back 
much before the eighteenth 
century. 

Two of the most 
important questions about 
world coins are answered. The 
first, where to get them, 
presents a few good suggestions 
- like trying eBay (but with all 
the caveat emptor flags flying), 
or going to a local coin show, or 
visiting a dealer (with luck, one 
with “junk boxes”). The point 
is that it need not be costly to 
get your feet wet when coming 
to collecting world coins. 

The other question deals 
with disposing of world coins. 
This is not as easy or as 
straightforward as the process is 
with United States coins. With 
a world coin, more so than 
other types of numismatic 
material; there has to be a 
demand or market in place at 
the time you’re trying to sell.

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Mr. Berman suggests that, 
depending, you might receive 
anywhere from ten to ninety 
percent of catalog value. This is 
absolutely worth remembering. 
On “Antiques Roadshow” what 
they call insurance value 
approximates what we call 
catalog value. 

As a point of credit, Mr. 
Berman steers the potential 
collector to a number of 
appropriate organizations: The 
American Numismatic 
Association, The American 
Numismatic Society, the 
Canadian Numismatic Society 
and the Sociedad Nunismatica 
de Mexico, and on a regional 
level to a number of groups, 
including our own NENA. 

So, now that gift-giving 
season is on us again, I suggest 
that this book would make a 
perfect present for someone just 
starting coin collecting - it 
could be an adult, but it would 
also be great for a young person 
who might be interested in 
learning about coins. After all, 
young numismatists are the 
lifeblood of the hobby. 


Also Noted 



George S. Cuhaj and Thomas 
Michael. Coins of Northern 
Europe and Russia. Iola: 
Krause Publications, 2006. 
$24.99. 

This volume seems to follow in 
the footsteps of other regional 
catalogs presented by the 
publisher (the one on Spain and 
Portugal comes readily to 
mind). The geographic area 
covered is pretty much north of 
the Alps and inclusive of the 
British Isles. As an advantage, 
it is more compact than the 
Standard Catalog format, and 
hence easier to use. 

In recent years I’ve 
noticed sales (auctions, 
whatever) honing in on 
Germany and, in particular, 
Russia, so this book could strike 
a chord with many collectors. 
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It’s one of those books you 
want to read before buying the 
coins. 



Brian Allen and Ken Potter. 
Strike It Rich with Pocket 
Change. Iola: Krause 
Publications. 2006. $16.99. 

In this case, the title tells it all. 
The authors do a really fine job 


of introducing us to the world of 
errors, and to the terms and lingo 
used by error collectors. The 
idea is that there are valuable 
imperfect coins in the change, 
and upon reading this book you 
will know what to look for and 
how to talk about it. 

As with most other 
Krause book, this one is 
carefully illustrated - as it would 
have to be to show the fine 
points of an error coin. 
Realistically, the authors suggest 
value ranges for grades, and they 
do try to explain the 
characteristics of a “rare bird” 
(I’m thinking of a variety of the 
Eisenhower dollar that can only 
be identified by weight). In fine, 
this would be another great gift, 
one which would expand a 
collector’s awareness and, 
perhaps, bank account.

7, 2006. John was our NENA 
Director Emeritus. 

John was born in 
Worcester, Massachusetts and 
attended Classical High School 
and Holy Cross College both 
located in Worcester, 
Massachusetts. He was a 
business major and was owner 
of the former Kittredge 
Monumental Works in 
Worcester. John was a lifelong 
coin collector and belonged to 
and was past President of the 
Worcester County Numismatic 
Society and New England 
Numismatic Association. He 
was also a member of several 
Boston clubs. He enjoyed 
traveling to Venice, Italy and 
had traveled the world. He was 
also a member of the Rotary 
Club and Blessed Sacrament 
Church in Worcester. 

I met John after doing a 
presentation in Spanish on coin 
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collecting at Worcester State 
College. His sister Margaret 
was my former Spanish 
professor and encouraged me 
to meet John as he was a coin 
collector and was a member of 
the Worcester Club. John was a 
wonderful man to know and 
was like a second dad to me. 

He always had sound advice on 
a variety of subjects and I truly 
miss him for this. His specialty 
was collecting crowns of 
Germany and Europe and coins 
of Venice, Italy. John designed 
the 1958 NENA medal with the 
flying eagle being part of the 
design. He was part of a team 
from the Worcester Club that 
put up exhibits in local banks 
to encourage coin collecting 
during ANA National Coin 
Week. 








John’s favorite coin was 
the first thaler or dollar sized 
coin made in 1486.1 remember 
John telling me he went to a 
New York City auction by 
Bowers and he had one 
competitor for the coin and he 
just about had enough money on 
him to get the coin and get 
home. We admired the coin and 
the story together and had a 
good laugh. 

On another occasion he 
traveled to Venice and had made 
a stop to I believe Florence and 
he had to take a bus to his next 
destination. The bus driver 
would not allow him to get on 
the bus until he removed his 
coat. The reason? The back of 
his cloth raincoat was covered 
in “blood”. John, not realizing 
it, was shook up by this and 
promptly took his coat off and 
deposited it in a waste can. He 
had no idea how this occurred 
but speculated that someone 
from a two-story home dumped 
a bucket of blood out the 
window. This would have been 
great material for a spy novel. 
We had a great laugh about that 
one. 

John truly loved coin 
collecting and encouraged me to 
participate in many clubs saying 
you acquired a better experience 


meeting people. How right he 
was and I will always be 
grateful to him for his parting of 
that wisdom to me. 

I often think of John 
when looking at parts of my 
collection as they do have 
stories to tell. John gave me a 
1966 Irish 10 shilling silver 
coin. While not the most 
valuable in collection 
monetarily wise, is valuable 
because of sentimental reasons. 
He also gave me a common 
modern bi-metallic 10 Lira coin 
on his final and last visit to 
Italy, which I also treasure and 
think about the “blood” incident 
mentioned previously. 

While John had never 
been nominated for Numismatic 
Embassador, I truly believe he 
exemplified all the qualities of 
one. He encouraged people to 
become coin collectors, he 
participated and worked for 
many numismatic clubs and 
always had something nice to 
say about everyone. If I could 
only say one thing to John now, 

I would say John we miss you, 
love you and the numismatic 
world has a void because of 
your passing. The memories 
you left are wonderful and 
because of this we are 
blessed.^)

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Prison Tokens

I assume that most of us know 
little about the medium of 
exchange used in our state 
and federal penitentiaries and 
similar institutions. But if you 
think about it, there are good 
reasons not to allow US Legal 
Tender Currency. The ready 
availability of such currency 
could 



encourage bribery, extortion, 
gambling and facilitate acquisi¬ 
tion of contraband and escapes. 
Still, there needs to be some type 
of money so that inmates can 

purchase discretionary items, 
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such as snacks, tobacco, toiletries 
and reading and writing supplies. 
This article will focus on the 
token coinage that was issued to 
address these problems. 

My introduction to this 
fascinating area of exonumia 
resulted from the purchase on 
ebay of Jerry Zara’s “Prison 
Tokens and Medals of the United 
States” published by Paul 
Cunningham in 1992. This 162 
page hardcover book provides a 
comprehensive look at the topic. 
Though it is out of print, copies 
occasionally still can be obtained 
on ebay for $25-$35.. According 
to my research, the first compre¬ 
hensive numismatic look at this 
subject is contained in an article 
published in 1960 by Jack F. 
Burns, Research Associate, 
Section of Coins and Medals, 
Carnegie Museum. Based on 
these publications, only Alaska 
of the fifty states has no record of 
using token money anywhere in 
their penal system. 








The first widely used 
alternative currency used in 
prisons and jails were tokens. 
While these reduced the chance of 
bribery of correction officers and 
hindered escape, they did not 
eliminate their use for gambling, 
contraband and extortion. To 
counter this, institutions would 
put limits on the amount of such 
tokens that the inmate could draw 
from an account or have in his or 
her possession. 

These tokens had values 
ranging from one cent to ten 
dollars and were made of alumi¬ 
num, brass, bronze or copper and 
various white metals as well as 
plastic and fiber (Idaho issued a 
set in fiber 
that were 
reportedly 
used from 
1942-1963). 

Sometimes 
paper or 
canvas notes 
were issued, 
also. Shapes 
included 
round (most 

common), scalloped, square 
(particularly in Delaware institu¬ 
tions), and octagonal. In most 
cases, the size of the token was 
commensurate with its value, but 
Illinois issued a full range of 
tokens (1,5, 10 and 25 cents, 1, 5 
and 10 dollars) for use in its 


Vienna and East Molina Correc¬ 
tional centers in identical 35 mm 
diameters in anodized aluminum. 
The color and stated “Good for” 
amount of the token was different 
for each denomination. 

The Kentucky State 
Reformatory in LaGrange issued 
tokens that had a small “K” 
cutout in their brass and bronze 
tokens. Tennessee used a star 
cutout on many of its lower value 
tokens and its $5 token, but a 
shamrock (club) cutout on its $1 
denomination. The Hanna Center 
for Boys in Sonoma, CA issued 
their series of tokens with a center 
hole. Aside from some tokens 
from the Washington State 



Reformatory in Monroe, which 
have off-center holes, which may 
be cancellation punches, these are 
the only non-solid tokens that I 
know about. 

While most tokens had 
the denomination shown in 
numerical form, Sing Sing prison 
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in New York spelled out the 
denominations: One, Five, Ten, 
Twenty Five and Fifty. Some¬ 
times tokens were issued with no 
specific denomination, but were 
used exclusively in soda or snack 
machines. Some of these tokens 
were provided the soda company 
itself and included advertising. 

The Colorado Department of 
Corrections had two such tokens, 
one with “Coke” the other with 
“Pepsi.” Some Anamosa Iowa 
Men’s 

Reformatory 
tokens had 
“Anomosa 
Show Only” 
in addition to 
a numeric 
denomina¬ 
tion, for use as admittance to a 
movie. The 1985 and 1988 series 
of tokens from Utah State Prison 
come in two sizes, with the larger 
denomination being “A” and the 
smaller “B.” In addition to these 
Utah tokens, Nevada is the only 
other state that consistently dated 
their tokens. The Nevada State 
Prison system had the date 1935 
counter-stamped on their earliest 
dated tokens and then incorpo¬ 
rated the date into the token under 
the denomination in 1945, 1953, 
1959, 1961 and 1962. 

There were a number of 
Youth and Truant School institu¬ 


tions set up for delinquent or 
otherwise wayward boys and 
girls. One of the best know of 
these was Boys Town, in Ne¬ 
braska. They issued tokens for 
their Student Bank in denomina¬ 
tions from 5 (cents) to 5.00 
(dollars). Another institution, 
established in 1895 was the 
George Junior Republic, first 
established in 1895 in Freeville, 
NY and later expanded to several 
other states, including Connecti-\ 
cut and California. Other similar 
“Junior Republic” institutions 
followed, a few issuing tokens. 
Many of the tokens issued by the 
George Junior Republics had 
dates of issue, ranging from 1896 
to 1946. Among the rarest tokens 
of this type are those issued by 
the Girls’ Industrial School in 
Honolulu, Hawaii. When offered, 
they can be expected to cost 
hundreds of dollars. 

Other than tokens, cou¬ 
pons issued in booklets, punch 
cards and credit slips have been 
used in prisons to address the 
purchasing needs of the inmates. 
Now, as with the transportation 
industry. I’m sure that electronic 
cards have come into use also, 
replacing the tokens. But the 
token coinage of our penal 
institutions makes an interesting 
and challenging field for collect- 
| ing.

After setting 
up your exhibit, it must be 
locked and key given to the 
Exhibit Chairman or a person 
in charge of the cases. Exhibits 
must be set up by a certain time 


and taken down by a certain 
time usually stated in the 
exhibit rules. 

In the past all exhibitors 
received a NENA uniface 
medal with the design of the 
current year or convention and 
sometimes engraved 
EXHIBITOR. This in itself is a 
nice NENA collectible. 

Everyone has expertise 
in some collecting area, so if 
you’re looking for a way to 
share this then exhibiting can 
be a wonderful way of doing it.
